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Recent developments in the 
dairy industry are looking favor- 
able for Guernseys. More milk is 
being priced under multiple com- 
ponent pricing plans. Estimates 
have been made that some Guern- 
sey breeders in Wisconsin, who are 
being paid for their milk on cheese 
yield pricing, could receive $19 per 
cwt. or more this winter for their 
milk. Milk prices of that magnitude 
will make people look at Guern- 
seys. Both domestic and foreign 
dairymen were asking for all the in- 
formation available on Guernseys 
at the American Guernsey Associa- 
tion World Dairy Expo booth. 

The opportunity to market 
Guernseys is here, but along with 
the opportunity comes responsi- 
bilities. First, Guernsey breeders 
must help sell their own product. 
The AGA staff is committed to sell- 
ing Guernseys, but it cannot do the 
entire marketing job. As Hans 
Leuthold, AGA consultant, stated 
in a recent letter to breeders in the 
Pacific Northwest, “I can’t find any 
successful salesman that doesn’t 
let the world know what he has to 
sell and then sells. Guernsey breed- 
ers need to get out into other dairy- 
men’s corrals and sell.” Like the 
Jersey breed, the Guernsey breed 
must cater to the commercial mar- 
ket. Large operators need to know 
what Guernseys can offer them and 
how much it is going to cost. Above 
all, they need to be shown that good 
Guernseys will give them a good 
return on their investment. 

The opportunity is here, the re- 
sponsibilities must be addressed. 

1. Commercial dairymen and 
lending institutions must be shown 
that Guernseys are a good invest- 
ment. They need to be shown the 
higher returns available to Guern- 
seys because of multiple compo- 
nent pricing. More dollars per cwt. 
of milk coupled with lower feed bills 
and other variable costs give Guern-

seys a good return on investment. 
Commercial dairymen and lenders 
need to look at income and ex- 
penses when considering the start- 
up or expansion of a dairy herd. 

2. More good Guernseys are 
needed. If Guernseys are going to 
be sold to other dairymen, they 
must have the genetic potential to 
perform. This means breeding all 
heifers and cows to high PTA sires 
or high-indexing young sires. 
Daughters of AI sires have been 
consistently proven to out-produce 
daughters of non-AlI sires. Calf 
mortality losses must be reduced 
and particular attention must be 
given to raising calves and heifers. 
Guernsey heifers have the capabil- 
ity to start their productive and 
reproductive lives early, but they 
need to be well-grown and devel- 
oped to realize this advantage. 

3. Guernseys need to be offered 
at a fair price. Cattle that are over- 
priced do not help anyone. They do 
not help the buyer because he will 
not earn the return on his invest- 
ment that he wants. They will not 
help the seller because although 
the seller may receive a good in- 
come from the first sale, it is doubt- 
ful that he will have repeat custom- 
ers. 

4. Follow-up is needed to see 
that the buyer succeeds. A first- 
time Guernsey buyer can be a best 
friend - or a worst enemy. A buyer 
who purchases Guernseys at a fair 
price and they perform well for him, 
will not only be back to buy more 
himself, but will direct other com- 
mercial dairyman to Guernsey 
farms. However, if he purchases 
Guernseys and is not satisfied, he 
will not return to your farm for 
additional animals nor will he en- 
courage other dairymen to buy 
Guernsey cattle. Proper follow-up 
includes timely transfer of registra- 
tion papers and production credits. 
A new buyer should be introduced 


to the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal 
and state Guernsey publications. 
They also need to be notified about 
local, state and national Guernsey 
activities. 

As has been stated many times, 
“first impressions are lasting” and 
“you only have one chance to make 
a good first impression.” There are 
few commercial dairymen that are 
going to make a wholesale change 
over to Guernseys. They are going 
to try Guernseys out, one, two, five 
or ten head at a time. Furthermore, 
they are probably going to give 
Guernseys just one chance. Poor 
cows of any breed should only be 
sold one place, the stockyards. When 
a buyer visits a Guernsey farm, 
whether he be domestic or foreign, 
the visit should not be looked upon 
as an opportunity to move out some 
lower end cattle. 

As stated by former AJCC presi- 
dent, David Spahr, “we all have a 
tendency to get caught up in the 
current “fad-of-the-day”, such as 
BST, farmer-controlled supply 
management and animal rights. 
However, we would all do ourselves 
a favor if we went “back to the 
basics;” they are so simple. Use 
well-proven AI sires, help sample 
high-indexing young sires, and raise 
all heifer calves. Get serious about 
making milk, work every day for 
equity in the market place, and 
make every owner of (our breed) 
successful.” 

We have opportunities to an- 
swer and how we respond to these 
opportunities will impact our farms 
and our organizations for years to 
come.

National Guernsey Show-Harrisburg 


A strong representation of the Guern- 


sey breed made their 1989 national show 
debut in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, the 
first of the three national shows. Exhib- 
itors spent acold September morning on 
the 27th preparing 167 head of Guern- 
seys to be paraded before Judge Jay 
Lancaster of Family Hill Farm in Ferndale, 
Washington. 
Strong Showing In Heifer Classes 

“What a nice way to start the show,” 
Landcaster stated as the 16 junior heifer 
calves waited for the final placing. The 
first blue ribbon of the day was awarded 
to Twin Brook Farm of Bentleyville, 
Pennsylvania, for their Spring Walk BT 
Frank daughter, Twin Brook Frank Prin- 
cess. She placed above Peb L Brook 
Laredo C J owned by Jim Oechsle of 
Convoy, Ohio, due to stronger feet and 
legs and overall body appearance. The 
first junior of the day, C. Scott Pease, 
captured the third-place ribbon in the 
open show and first in the junior show. 
ACo Hill Farms TH Big Tex calf, Catoctin 
BT Penny, was praised for her style and 
smoothness. “All of these calves are of 
extremely high quality,” Lancaster con- 
cluded as the next class entered the ring. 

“We have three high-quality heifers 
in the top of this intermediate calf class,” 
Lancaster remarked as he placed T P 
Acres Happy Birthday Heidi first over the 
other nine entries. He complimented 
Thomas J. Dankert of Otto, New York, on 
the way his Dutch Mill Telestars Fayette 
daughter moved on her feet and legs and 
her depth of rear rib. As Donald Holcomb 
of Greene, New York, led his second- 
place heifer, Holcombs BTF Gumdrop, 
out of the ring Lancaster stated that “she 
is put together well, a pretty correct 
heifer.” Another Frank daughter, Green 
Slopes Loris Lollie finished third for owner 
Galen L. McDonald II of Imler, Pennsyl- 
vania. “I have to admire this very clean 
dairy heifer, Lancaster remarked, but 
she lacks the depth of rib to stand any 
higher today.” 

Twenty senior calves paraded into 
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the show ring for the largest heifer class 
of the day. “I would like to stand here and 
look at this class, there is an extra 
amount of depth and I enjoy watching 
them,” Lancaster said. He added that 
the first-place Shenmont Admiral Hero- 
ET daughter wins the class based on her 
youthful appearance and the correct- 
ness of her rear legs. Peb L Brook H 
Missy, owned and exhibited by Scott and 
Elsie Wolff of Quarryville, Pennsylvania, 
stood above Ripley Farms Hilite Corn 
Flake because “she has great moves.” 
Thomas Ripley of Cortland, New York, 
exhibited this Hidden Valley Hi Lite-ET 
calf. The heifer in third, exhibited by 
Nichole Reape from Boonville, New York, 
was praised for her full rib, but Ripley's 
heifer stood over Holcombs BM Bonnie 
Jo because she blended smoother and 
was more balanced, Lancaster pro- 
nounced. “There is just a tremendous 
amount of breed character in this class,” 
he concluded. 

“This is a lovely class winner,” Lan- 
caster said of Land of Living Skytop 
Nicki, the winning summer yearling in 
the class of 14. This Ripley Farms Ban- 
ner Skytop daughter owned by Land of 
Living Farm in Mechanicsburg, Ohio, 
stood above Sher Beck Fayette Ollie, 
from Kennedy, New York, based upon 
her openness of fore and rear rib. “I like 
the square openness of the rump and the 
depth and length of this heifer,” he added. 
“The heifer in second has eye appeal, but 
there is not as much heifer all the way 
through,” Lancaster remarked about 
Darren H. Anderson's Fayette heifer. He 
rounded out the top three with Whisper- 
ing Pines C Valerie owned by D.F. and 
W.B. Hayes from Cambridge, Ohio. The 
Whispering Pines J Conrad heifer was 
noted for being very dairy and of high 
quality. 

“What an extremely deep, high-quality 
class. I think what I admire about the 
first six, is that they are working towards 
dairy character,” Lancaster praised. The 
winning Fayette heifer exhibited by 


Melissia McDonald of Imler, Pennsylva- 
nia, was placed above Hi Field Mel Blos- 
som. The Spring Walk TH Mel intermedi- 
ate yearling exhibited a clean frame all 
the way through and a good square 
rump combined with open thurls. He did 
conceded that Jennifer Sulkosky of Derry, 
Pennsylvania, had a heifer that was more 
stylish through the head and neck, but 
not as long all the way through. Crown 
Stone Adrian Tart, the Olympic View 
Prince Adrian-Twin daughter, is owned 
by John Schnebly. “This heifer in third I 
just look at and look at, there are some 
things that I really like, but I would like 
to see her with more heart and girth and 
front rib,” he said, adding that she was 
the nicest rumped heifer in the class of 
15. 

Sixteen senior yearlings finished out 
the heifer classes for Judge Lancaster. 
Starting the class was Land of Living 
Jack Ruffles, a Land of Living Fayette 
Jack-ET daughter. This past All-Ameri- 
can heifer was exhibited by Land of 
Living Farm. He commented that the 
“heifer that parades out at the head of 
this group certainly comes out and takes 
a chapter out of a book on dairyness, 
cleanness and good parts,” he said. He 
added that he would like to see her walk 
a little better on the hind feet and legs 
while the heifer in second was a little 
neater in the hocks and more correct on 
the move. Dale E. Mummert of Cham- 
bersburg, Pennsylvania, owned and 
exhibited Darling Downs Fayette Teresa, 
a Fayette daughter. Winning the white 
rosette in the class was Heritage Hill 
Franks Posey, who the judge stated was 
very straight and angular but not as 
clean and openas the second-place heifer. 
Mike Ullom and family of Centerberg, 
Ohio, own this Frank daughter. 

Junior Champion Results 

The first-place intermediate calf and 
winter yearling heifer received the nod 
from Lancaster to pull out into the cham- 
pion circle. Dankert’s intermediate calf, 
T PAcres Happy Birthday Heidi received 
the champion rosette. Lancaster reiter- 
ated that she was a very clean, sharp 
heifer with a strong loin and rump and 
walked well on her feet and legs. The 
reserve honors were presented to Locust 
Hill T H Jenny, the top intermediate 
yearling heifer owned by James R. and 
Janet Bates and family. Lancaster stated 
that this was a strong show for junior 
champion. 

The junior exhibitors brought their 
first- and second-place animals into the 
show ring next. “The two heifers that 
explify what we have been talking about, 
dairyness, openness, angularity, the po- 
tential to develop into good young cows, 
I will make junior and reserve junior 
champion,: Lancaster announced. Melissa 
McDonald's junior yearling heifer, Green 
Slopes Jellos Jolene took home the jun- 
ior champion honors which included a 
grooming kit sponsored by the New York 
Guernsey Breeder’s Cooperative. Com- 
ing from the same class was the reserve 
junior champion, Hi Field Mel Blossom, 
Jennifer Sulkosky received a show hal- 
ter donated by Dolly Run Farm of Cen- 
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terville, Pennsylvania. 
Junior Best Three Groups 

The “extremely deep” group of junior 
best three females exhibited by Land of 
Living Farm captured the blue award. 
Their winning group consisted of two 
first-place heifers that Lancaster said 
were very powerful and dairy. Finishing 
second was the entry owned by Emily 
Branstetter of Edmonton, Kentucky. Her 
group which exhibited “good, open rib” 
placed above the third-place entry from 
the Holcomb family.

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old cows. I’m going to put first best udder 
on the first cow based on her quality, 
completeness and capacity.” Lancaster 
also applauded Land of Living Big T 
Nectar on her tremendous frame and 
overall appearance of milk.

National Guernsey Show-Madison 


Guernseys from across the United 
States were exhibited at this year’s sec- 
ond national show which was held in 
Madison, Wisconsin. Judge David Kjome 
from Rochester, Minnesota, placed 189 
Guernseys before a large crowd of spec- 
tators. This year’s World Dairy Expo 
theme had a distinct Holland flair. The 
ring was surrounded by red and yellow 
tulips, windmills and Dutch decorations. 

The Branstetters of Edmonton, Ken- 
tucky, took home the first-place ribbons 
in three cow classes and the exhibitor’s 
herd, as well as the junior champion and 
grand champion awards of the junior 
show and the grand champion honors of 
the open show. Wisconsin exhibitors took 
home three first-place ribbons in the 
heifer classes and the junior champion 
banner from the open show along with 
both junior and open state herd ban- 
ners. The remainder of the class winners 
were animals from Minnesota, Pennsyl- 
vania, Missouri, New York and Iowa. 
21st Century Genetics of Shawano, 
Wisconsin presented a Genetic Merit 
Award in each of the classes. 

The Younger Generation 

Judge Kjome started the class of 15 
junior heifer calves with Gurn Z Meadow 
La Primavera, a Ripley Farms Banner 
Skytop daughter bred and owned by 
William Orchard of Eagle, Wisconsin. 
Described by the judge as the tallest and 
most correct heifer with a tremendous 
rib, she placed over Sessmes Fayette 
Sunlite, owned by Ryan Gaddis of Withee, 
Wisconsin, for being taller and longer 
and fuller in the crops. This Dutch Mill 
Telestars Fayette heifer was then praised 
for her correctness and flatness over her 
tail setting which placed her over the 
deep, open ribbed heifer in third, Coulee 
Crest Lance Nattie, a Nedrow Farms 
Telestar Lance daughter. This recipient 
of the genetic merit award and first- 
place junior owned animal was exhibited 
by Kurt Peterson of Cashton, Wisconsin. 

“This is a beautiful class of calves 
with a close top placing, but I'm going to 


go with the stylish heifer that exhibits 
extreme breed character, is longer in the 
rib and holds herself together a bit more 
than the tremendous ribbed heifer in 
second,” said Kjome. Up The Creek Farm 
from Lester Prairie, Minnesota, exhib- 
ited the first-place, genetic merit winner 
and first bred and owned intermediate 
heifer calf, Up The Creek Fayettes Fame, 
a Fayette daughter. A Bettswards Teles- 
tar Victory daughter, owned by William 
Vilter of Hartland, Wisconsin, was sec- 
ond. Four Winds Victory Pose-ET placed 
over the heifer in third, Oak Leaf Franks 
Fran, for her style and depth. Kjome 
commented that the tall, long, Spring 
Walk BT Frank daughter in third showed 
a lot of promise. She is owned by Walter 
and Dean Jirousek of Ellendale, Minne- 
sota. 

The judge started his reasons for the 
senior heifer class commenting on the 
smoothness of his top six animals. Head- 
ing the class was Green Moor Karins B 
Kris, a Kenmir Nances Baker-ET daugh- 
ter, owned by Todd Shomburg of West 
Salem, Wisconsin. Garnering the best 
bred and owned ribbon, too, Kjome placed 
her over the framey heifer in second for 
being harder across the topline, stronger 
in the loin and having more breed char- 
acter and style. Lone Acres Oklahoma 
Jazz, sired by Four Winds Fayette Okla- 
homa and exhibited by David Kipp of 
North Prairie, Wisconsin, was then praised 
for being taller, longer and tighter in the 
crops than Branstetters Skytop Blos- 
sum. The Skytop daughter, exhibited by 
Emily Branstetter for her sister Andrea 
of Edmonton, Kentucky, was third in the 
class of 21. 

The junior champion of the Wiscon- 
sin State Fair, bred and owned by Wil- 
liam Vilter, headed off the summer year- 
ling heifer class. Described as “outstand- 
ing, long and clean,” Four Winds BT 
Charity-ET, a Co Hill Farms T H Big Tex 
daughter, placed over Branstetters Pete 
Daytona, for her openness of rib and 
width and length through the hips and 


pins as well as being stronger and more 
correct. Emily Branstter owned the first- 
place junior and first-place junior bred 
and owned, Branstetters All Star Pete 
daughter, who was taller and longer 
than the very dairy, clean and sharp 
heifer in third, Wincrest Fayette Mina, a 
Fayette daughter, owned by Kenneth 
Winters of Mabton, Washington. 

Hailing from the state of Missouri, 
and receiving the best bred and owned 
ribbon, Milk Jugs Fayette Lea, owned by 
Rilley Stewart of Macomb, started the 
junior yearling class of 12. The judge 
placed this Fayette daughter over the 
well balanced Frank daughter in second 
because she was cleaner about the head 
and neck, thighs, and in the hooks and 
pins region. The genetic merit recipient 
and reserve junior champion of the 
Minnesota State Fair, Clover Glen Frank 
Rachel, owned by Glenn and Debra 
McDermott-Johnson of Barnum, Min- 
nesota, stood over the deep open ribbed 
heifer in third for standing firmer on her 
rear pasterns and walking out better on 
her hind legs. Harold and Lonnie Grove 
of Carlock, Illinois, are the owners of 
Lane View Fayette Kristy, the third-place 
Fayette daughter. 

Kjome started the intermediate sen- 
ior yearling class with a big, tall, rangy, 
late September heifer owned by David 
Cross of Sherburn, Minnesota. Meadow 
Creek Andys Dolly, an Olympic View 
Prince Andy-Twin daughter, placed over 
Fairview Fayettes Jan for her deep open 
rib, cleaner hocks and deeper rear heel. 
The Fayette daughter in second, owned 
by Gerald Borgwardt of Manitowoc, 
Wisconsin, was praised for her strength 
of top line and strong front end over the 
youthful, clean and dairy heifer in third, 
Myown T Ranger Sue. This Myown Texs 
Ranger daughter is owned by Myron and 
Mark Erdman of Chenoa, Illinois. 

The top three heifers in the senior 
yearling class of 11 were complimented 
for their smoothness, balance and sym- 
metry, but in the end, Kjome chose the 
genetic merit winner to start off the 
class. Carosa Fay Victoria, owned by 
Robin Wagner of Meadville, Pennsylva- 
nia, was given the advantage of style and 
cleaner hock over the tall, powerful front- 
ended heifer in second. The Milk Jugs 
Fayette Kolene, owned by Rilley Stewart, 
placed over Faunrows Fayette Flaura. 
Praised for her quality of dairyness, this 
white ribbon winner was also the first- 
place junior. She is owned by Jill Peter- 
son of Cashton, Wisconsin. The top three 
yearlings were sired by Fayette. 

The Junior Champions 

The first-place junior owned animals 
were then brought into the ring for the 
selection of the junior champion of the 
junior show. When Kjome took the mi- 
crophone to announce his choice of junior 
champions, he asked for a round of 
applause for the outstanding animals 
exhibited by the juniors. He then named 
the summer yearling, owned by Emily 
Branstetter, as junior champion and the 
first place intermediate yearling, owned 
by David Cross, as the reserve junior 
champion of the junior show. Branstetters 
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Pete Daytona and Meadow Creek Andys 
Dolly were given the advantage of age 
and maturity over the championship 
class. Branstetter’s animal was praised 
for her long stretch and modern, youth- 
ful look. Meadow Creek Andys Dolly 
showed tremendous dairy and quality 
but was not as correct through the front- 
end as the junior champion said Kjome. 
After the selection of the junior cham- 
pions of the junior show, all first-place 
heifers returned to the ring. The judge 
then proceeded to pull out his top senior 
heifer calf, summer yearling heifer, spring 
yearling, winter yearling and senior 
yearling heifers. He tapped the first- 
place summer yearling, shown by Clark 
Vilter, and senior yearling, owned by 
Robin Wagner, for junior champion and 
reserve junior champion honors respec- 
tively. In what Kjome described as a 
close placing, he gave the advantage of 
rib, correctness of hind leg set and flat- 
ter tail setting to Four Winds BT Charity- 
ET as well as more breed style about the 
head and neck over the strong and 
powerful, Carosa Fay Victoria. 
The Junior Best Three Females 
Nine groups of junior best three 
females were brought into the ring for 
the judge’s selection. Kjome went with 
the group exhibiting the junior cham- 
pion for first. William Vilter’s entry placed 
over Fowler Branstetter’s junior best three 
with more quality of dairyness through- 
out the heifers. 
The Cow Classes 
The first three junior two-year-old 
cows were also the top three junior owned 
animals. Branstetters took home the

first of their first-place ribbons for the 
day with Coffey Farm Fayette Reva, a 
Fayette daughter that Kjome designated 
best uddered of the class. He described 
her as being smoother, higher and wider 
at the top of the rear udder when com- 
pared to Laeschland Bid Dorianne, a 
tremendous ribbed Laeschland Tex Bid 
daughter, bred and owned by Michelle 
Laesch of Curtiss, Wisconsin. She was 
given the advantage of a deeper heart 
and chest floor over Ar Clar Fayette 
Starlite, shown by Lanetta Stanelle of 
Brillion, Wisconsin. 

“This is a real nice class of senior 
two-year-olds, but that first cow catches 
my eye. She’s stylish and smooth, exhib- 
iting a lot of breed character about the

head and neck with an (outstanding) 
udder to go along with it.” These were the 
reasons Kjome gave for placing Smith- 
field Embea, an Earlyndale Emerson 
daughter owned by the Coon Brothers of 
Amenia, New York, first in the class and 
best uddered. She also received the best 
bred and owned ribbon. Standing sec- 
ond and first junior of the class was 
North Forks Fredas Jane, a Fayette 
daughter owned by Rachel Blades of 
Crane, Missouri. Another Fayette, Orth- 
field Fay Leah, placed third in the class. 
She is owned by Jim Orth of Garnavillo, 
Iowa. 

A big, powerful cow started off the 
line-up of three-year-old cows. Lenhaven 
GHTess 6T, a Glenville Herald daughter 
that stood third at this year’s NGS-Har- 
risburg, and owned by Emily, Kevin and 
Andrea Branstetter and Kenny Manion, 
was presented the blue ribbon. Best bred 
and owned of the class, Stewarts F Joka 
placed second over Coulee Crest Big Tex 
Lillie for her strength of top line, teat size 
and placement. The Fayette daughter is 
owned by Rilley Stewart. The third-place 
Big Tex daughter was also the first-place 
junior winner and junior milk and but- 
terfat production winner for her owner, 
Jill Peterson. 

The judge described his winning four- 
year-old as an easy cow to start with, 
being a clean, dairy, milk wagon. A past 
champion of this show, Goldenrose SFC 
Evelyn, exhibited by the Heinemann family 
of Readlyn, Iowa, was the first bred and 
owned of the class as well as best ud- 
dered. This Schwinghamer Farm Cap- 
tain daughter was given the advantage 
of cleanness and flatness of bone over 
Four Winds B T Blossom-ETS, the Big 
Tex daughter in second. Owned by Wil- 
liam Vilter, this powerful cow, who was 
named grand of the Wisconsin, and re- 
serve grand of the Minnesota State Fairs, 
placed over Elsview Farms Fayettes Janie, 
a Fayette daughter owned by David Kipp. 

Again this year, the undefeated Penn 
Del Vicuvius Glenna topped her class at 
Madison. Judge Kjome praised this class 
of five-years and older cows for the qual- 
ity and dairyness and functional udders 
displayed down through the line. Awarded 
best uddered in the class, top milk pro- 
duction and the first-prize blue ribbon, 
“Glenna” is owned by Emily Branstetter. 
The judge placed the Penn Del Hornet 
Vesuvius daughter over Coulee Crest 
Fayette Octavia for her youthful appear- 
ance, breed character and style, power 
and substance. The Fayette daughter, 
owned by Kurt Peterson was first junior 
of the class and winner ofall three junior 
production awards as well as the genetic 
merit award. She placed over the Mau- 
rana Wis Telestar daughter shown by 
Phil Laesch. Winner of the butterfat and 
protein production and best bred and 
owned of the class, Laeschland TS Biddy 
was also honored as Wisconsin's Cow Of 
The Year during the show. 

At the end of the last cow class, the 
first and second-place, junior owned 
animals were brought back to the ring 
for the championship class. The judge 
admired the aged cows, but selected the 


first and second-place junior two-year- 
olds for his champion cows. Coffey Farm 
Fayette Reva, owned by Andrea Bran- 
stetter and shown by her sister Emily, 
added another champion banner to the 
Branstetter totals. The judge admired 
her walk and tallness over Laeschland 
Bid Dorianne, the second-place junior 
two-year-old cow owned by Michelle 
Laesch. Laesch also received the Best 
Bred and Owned of the Junior Show 
plaque donated by 21st Century Genet- 
ics for her junior two-year-old. 

During his selection of the champi- 
ons for the open show, Judge Kjome 
commented that it had been an honor to 
judge such an outstanding Guernsey 
show. He announced that Penn Del Vi- 
cuvius Glenna was the obvious choice 
for champion with “no holes and carry- 
ing the advantage of age and maturity,

though she exhibits the youthfulness of 
a three or four-year-old.” This gave the 
two-time All-American her sixth national 
championship honor having been named 
champion of the Harrisburg and Louis- 
ville shows in 1987 for her breeders, 
Raymond and Louise Witmer of Willow 
Street, Pennsylvania, champion of Madi- 
son and Louisville in 1988 for Bran- 
stetters and previously taking this year’s 
banner at Harrisburg. 

The judge announced that the choice 
for reserve was closer between the pow- 
erhouse three-year-old, Lenhaven G H 
Tess 6T, and the first-place four-year-old 
cow, but he gave the nod to Goldenrose 
SFC Evelyn, for her milkiness about the 
head and neck and the “world of dairy- 
ness” she exhibited. The breeders and 
owners of this cow are the Heinemanns 
of Goldenrose Guernsey Farm of Read- 
lyn, Iowa. 

The final individual cow class was 
the best uddered of the show. The judge 
gave the Best Udder of Show award to 
the champion cow, Penn Del Vicuvius 
Glenna, with second going to the first- 
place four-year-old and reserve cham- 
pion, Goldenrose SFC Evelyn. 

Group Classes 

Four exhibitors brought their ani- 
mals in for best three females. The judge 
gave the advantage to the group from 
Goldenrose Guernseys for being taller 
and stretchier over Donald Peterson's 
entry. From Cashton, Wisconsin, Peter- 
son’s three animals exhibited more breed 
character and milkiness than the power 
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character and milkiness than the power 
and scale of the third place entry from 
Phil Laesch. 

Branstetters took home the first- 
place award for the exhibitor’s herd while 
William Vilter received second among 
the six entries. 

Other Awards 

Receiving the Premier Breeder and 
Exhibitor Banners was Phil Laesch and 
Family of Curtiss, Wisconsin. Laesch 
also accepted the Total Performance Cow 
Award for the third consecutive year for 
Leaschland TS Biddy. 

The M.B. Nichals Type and Produc- 
tion Trophy, presented to the cow with 
the highest official actual two-time, 305- 
day or less milk record, went to Penn Del 
Vicuvius Glenna, who made 24,120M 
1,086F and 820P at 4-02. 

Dutch Mill Telestars Fayette was 
named the premier sire of the show, 
garnering the Ted Krueger Memorial Award 
for 21st Century Genetics of Shawano, 
Wisconsin and Fayette’s breeders, Dutch 
Mill Associates, Sparta, Wisconsin.

After that dispersal, he served as the 
township clerk for ten years before retir- 
ing to Orondo, Washington in 1983. 
Steen has a bachelor of science degree 
in dairy husbandry from Washington 
State University. He and his wife Ruth 
have four children.

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Calf Raising Practices That Work 


This month’s management article fea- 
tures Bonnie Ayars and her calf raising 
program. Bonnie is well-known through- 
out Guernsey circles for her ability to 
successfully raise healthy calves from 
birth through breeding age. She and her 
husband John, own and operate Land of 
Living Farm in Mechanicsburg, Ohio. 
They currently have 50 Guernsey cows, 
25 bred heifers and 65 open heifers and 
calves. 


What is your.calf mortality rate? 
Bonnie: One percent. 


What factors do you contribute this 
rate to? 
Bonnie: Taking care of details. 


Tell us how you raise your calves from 
birth to breeding. 

Bonnie: Cows calve in clean, dry mater- 
nity pens. Close to calving, they are 
checked frequently. At birth, calves are 
fed two quarts of colostrum, the amount 
can vary depending on the size of the 
calf. Colostrum is also fed the next three 
to four feedings and even up to three 
days of age if available. First feeding 
colostrum is generally frozen and has 
been tested for antibodies by using a 
simple hydrometer. I feel this is critical 
for newborns. If calves do not suck by six 
hours oid or even sooner, they are fed 
with an oral feeder. All heifers and bulls 
that are raised are given Genecol after 
colostrum. Navals are also dipped soon 
after birth. Within 24 hours, calves re- 
ceive a selenium shot and are identified 
with a plastic ear tag. 

Our calves are raised in wooden and 
plastic hutches on a gravel base. We also 
have a smaller, older, hog house set up 
with pens that I use somewhat as a 
“special care unit” during colder weather. 
Calves are fed whole milk in clean buck- 
ets. By seven to ten days, they are drink- 
ing from a bucket and are offered a 
complete calf pellet. Milk and grain are 
fed in the same bucket. This method 
encourages calves (I feel) to eat grain 
more readily and also keeps fresh grain 
in front of them each feeding. For calves 
that are slow to start on grain, I try a 
second type of grain which is a molasses- 
grain combination. Water is made avail- 
able by four weeks of age. 

Any old grain is saved and fed to older 
calves. Hutches and buckets are cleaned 
between each occupant and sanitized 
with a clorox solution. Nipples and bottles 
are cleaned with a clorox solution as 
well. Nipples are NOT used from one calf 
to another to prevent spreading of any 
germs. This is a firm rule. Even my 
hands or rubber gloves are rinsed in this 
solution. 

I prefer wooden hutches for summer 
and plastic ones for winter for the obvi- 
ous seasonal reasons. 

Calves are weaned at two to three months 


of age. Prior to weaning, milk is gradu- 
ally diluted and more water and grain is 
offered. Calves are weaned to suit a 
group or size. Two days before they are 
moved from their hutches, I give them an 
injection (2cc) of Cattlemaster 4 to help 
in the adjustment process. Calves then 
move into a pole barn, where the average 
pen size is four to five calves. They are 
watched closely and given the same kind 
of grain that is top dressed with a cracked 
corn mixture. Calves seem to always eat 
better with this. By six months, they are 
completely on this cracked corn ration. 
Just prior to six months, calves are 
tattooed, registered and vaccinated. Doing 
it all at the same time works better for 
me. 

By breeding age and/or size, heifers are 
grouped in larger pens in a different pole 
barn with a bunk feeder where they are 


fed a total mixed ration and also some 
baled hay. Prior to breeding, all heifers 
receive Cattlemaster 4. 


How are your Guernsey calves treated 
differently than your other breeds? 
Bonnie: Not much at all EXCEPT for my 
own preferential treatment (the extra 
scratch on the head). I’m sure that since 
I'm more attached to the Guernseys, 

there is a difference. 

It is not uncommon to see Guernseys 
and other breeds all in the same pen. 
Because I raise all the wean calves, 
which includes two other breeds and 
crossbreds, and space is a factor, this is 
the only logical way to do it. However if! 
wean a group of four Guernseys to- 
gether, they remain together. Of course 
this isn’t always possible. You just have 
to see what you have to wean and look at 
the space available, sizes and ages and 
then start sorting. 


What is your calf health program? 
Bonnie: Simply: Genecol at birth; Sele- 
nium at birth and 21 days; Cattlemaster 
4 (2cc) shot two days prior to weaning, 
(helps in adjustment process); vaccinate 
five to six months; dehorne six to nine 
months (and dusted); Ivomectin in spring 
(dusted); Cattlemaster 4 at breeding age. 
For Pneumonia - Gentocin and Penicillin 
or Naxcel. For Scours - (Rule, never take 
milk completely away) Recipe: Biolyte 
with 10cc Bactrim* mixed in, wait 30 


minutes and follow up with one pint 
milk. I feed three times a day when 
weather dictates. *Bactrim is a pediatric 
suspension (cherry-flavored) ordered by 
the case from my vet. Calves love the 
flavor and this encourages reluctant calves 
to drink Biolyte. It is also an excellent 
treatment for scours. 


Who decides ration balances for older 
calves? How and why did you decide 
on these rations? 

Bonnie: Mother Nature, John, myself 
and on occasion the feed representative 
(in that order). A mixture of cracked 
corn, 40% protein and rumensin mixed 
up in the mixer wagon is fed. They 
remain on this to about 12 months of age 
then a total mixed ration and baled hay 
is fed. Free choice mineral blocks are 

offered from weaning on up. 


What are some important factors that 
need to be considered to raise healthy 
calves? 

Bonnie: Rule i-Take care of little details 
and the big ones will take care of them- 
selves. Rule 2-There is no substitute for 
a good start. (by using lots of colostrum 
and first bottle within six hours) Rule 3- 
Provide a healthy environment, good 
bedding; clean equipment; clean sur- 
roundings. Rule 4-Weaned calves work 
better in small groups. Keep them sorted 
by size first and age second. Rule 5-Don’'t 
hesitate to give extra care and attention 
when necessary. Rule 6-Stay educated 
by asking questions and reading lots. I 
never hesitate to phone my vet for his 
opinion and the University vet clinic. If 
extra care is needed, we seek help at the 
vet clinic. I've never had a time when 
something could not be learned from 
their expertise. Rule 6A-There’s always 
something new to be learned and some 

new problem to conquer. 


Other comments? 
Bonnie: Sucking appears to be more 
prevalent in Guernseys, I keep my eyes 
open and my ears tuned to find the 
culprits. Management can overcome the 
problem. My first choice is hog rings 
under the tongue to stop the habit. It’s 
cosmetic and nearly always effective. I 
keep a list of these in the heifer book. If 
this doesn’t work, Edming weaners are 
used. Don't let your guard down with 
this. Where there’s one sucker there's 
more. Seems to run in cycles.
